bomb. 
Early reports said IO Moslems 
were killed and 8 wounded, mort 
of them seriously. 
There was no immediate indi­ 
cation whether Um terrorists were 
after certain Moslems in the hos­ 
pital or whether the raid WM a 
demonstration to show' the OAS 
will stop at nothing to wreck the 
cease fire and keep Algeria from 
becoming independent.

WASHINGTON (U P I)- T h e 
Supreme Court was told today 
that recitation of a prayer in 
public schools represented an ille­ 
gal injection of religious teaching. 
Attorney William J. Butler ad­ 
vanced the argument at a hearing 
on whether non-compulsory pray­ 
ers in tax-supported schools is a 
violation of the Constitution. 
Butler represents a group of 
parents in Hyde Park, N.Y. The 
case stems from a Hyde Park 
School Board decision that a so­ 
called ‘‘regents’ prayer” should 
follow the salute to the Flag 
each morning in public schools. 
Justice Charles A. Whittaker, 
who resigned from the court last 
week because of poor health, was 
present today, but only as a spec- 
tator. 
Butler called attention to a 1951 
statement by the New York Board 
of Regents which dwelt on the 
‘‘eventuality of teaching our chil­ 
dren . . . that Almighty God is 
their creator.” Butler said “this 
was the motive of the prayer.” 
Show Kern Interest 


The eight justices were keenly 
interested 
in 
whether 
Butler 
might make the same argument 
in the case of some other type 
of religious activity. Justice John 
M. Harlan asked how he viewed 
a 10-minute period of Bible read 
ing. 
After inquiring which version of 
the Bible Harlan meant, and be 
ing told it was the King James 
Version, Butler said he felt such 
reading would be unconstitution­ 
al. 
“What about five minutes of si­ 
lence?” 
inquired Justice Felix 
Frankfurter. 
“I can see no arguments for its 
unconstitutionality,” 
Butler 
re­ 
plied. 
Justice 
William 
0. 
Douglas 
asked about reading of passages 
from the Koran. 
‘‘That would definitely lie un­ 
constitutional.” Butler said. 
“Why,” asked Justice Hugo L 
Black. 
“ Any kind of religious action to 
compel a religious belief would be 
unconstitutional", Butler saki. “ If 
the purpose of reading the Bible 
is to inculcate belief, that would 
t>e unconstitutional.” 
Butler said if the objective was 
merely to teach about a religion, 
that would be a different matter. 
Douglas woofed to know if it 
was Butler’s position that prayer 
in any public building was uncon­ 
stitutional. He noted that the Sn 
preme Court crier says “God save 
the court” and that there is pray. 
er in the houses of Congress. 
“ There is a great difference,” 
Butler replied.
